In the Coi'i'sts of K(iU!il(n-ial Afii- 
ca are foiiinl gri>al nuinbers of ants. 
Some kinds of tlieni are so leriible 
that men, wild beasts, and every 
livinir thing ti\y to get away from 
them. 

Dii Chaillu found ten ditT(>rent 
spceiofi. .\ll dilTering widel.v in 
I heir choii'e of food, the manner of 
their attack, oi the time -of their 
activity. The most remarkable 
and the most dreaded of all is tho 
bashikouay ant 

This ant is very numerous in all 
j)arls of Equatorial Africa. All 
liviny; animals from the leoi)ard to 
the smallest insect fearil. 

Du t'li.iillu siiys : I do not think 
that they build a nest or a home of 
any kind. .\t any ra(!> lliey cairy 
nothing away, but eat all their prey 
on the spot. It is their habit to 
march thiouuh the forests in a long 
lefjular line — a line about two 
inches broad and oft"n several 
miles in length. 

All along this line larger aids, 
who acl as olficers, s>and oulsid(> 
the tanks, iiml ke(>p this singular 
army in ordei. 

If tliey come to a place where 
there aw not trees to shelter them 
from the sun — whose heal th<\v can- 
not bear — they iinmedintely build 
iindergrouii'l tiinnel,s, llir mgli which 
the whole army jiasses in columns to 
the forest beyond. These liii.nels 
aiefoiii'or five feet underground, 
and are used only in the heat of the 
day or dining a storm. 

When lliey gi>t hungry the file 
sjireads itself through the forest in a 
front line, and attacks and devours 
all it comes to with a fury that is 
irresistible. The ele|»hant and 
gorilla ll.y before this atlac^k. The

Every anim.il Ihal lives in their 
line of martdi is chased. They seem 
to understand and a<!l upon the 
tatii's of Napoleon and concentrate 
with iiront speed, I heir heaviest 
forces upon the point of attack. In 
an incredibly short space of time 
tho mouse, or dog, or leopard, or 
deer is overwhelmed, killed, eaten, 
and the bare skeleton only remains. 

They .seem to travel night and 
day. Man.\' a time 1 have been 
awakened oiit-of asleep, and obliged 
to rush from the hut and into the 
water to save my life, and after all 
sulTered intolerable agony from the 
bites of the advance-giianls. who 
had got into my clothes. When 
they enter !i house tlie.v clear il of 
all living things. Roaches are de- 
voured in an instant Rats and 
mice spiing around the room in 
vain. An over whelming force of 
ants kills a strong rat in less than a 
minute and in another minute its 
boiu's are strijipcd. Every living 
thiiur in the room is devoured. 
The.v will not touch vegetable mat- 
ter Thus they are in realiiy very 
useful (as well as dangerous) to the 
negroes, who have their huts ('lean- 
ed of all tlu> abounding vermin, 
such as immtMise loaciics and centi- 1 
pide,'-', lit Ip.ist sevi-ral times ii .vcfir, | 

When on their march the insect 
world flies before them, and I have 
often had the appro;icli of a bashi- 
kouay army hei aided lo mi^ by this 
means. Wherever the.y go they 
make a clean sweep, even ascend- 
ing to the tops nf the highest lives 
in |)ursuit of ihcir prey. Thoir 
manner of attack is an impetuous 
leap. Instantly the strong ))ineers 
are fastened, and they only let go 
when th(> piece gives way. At such 
times this little animal seems ani- 
mated by a kinil of fury which causes 
it to disregard entirely its own 
safety, aiii to seek only the con- 
quest of its |ne>'. The bite is very 
painful. 

The negroes relate that criminals 
were in former times exposed in the 
path of the bashikouay ants, as the 
most cruel manner of putting to 
death. 

Two very remarkable practices 
of thoiis remain to be related. 
WJieii on their line of mai'ch. they 
must cross a stream, they throw 
themselves a<'ross and form a fun- 
nel — a living tunnel — connecting 
two trees or high bushes on opposite 
sides of the little stream. This is 
done with great speed, and is effect- 
ed by a great num!;er of ants, each 
of which clings with its fore claws 
to its next neighbor's body or hind 
claws. Thus i hey form a high, safe 
tubular bridge, through which the 
wti.il.. »i,m( .(rmy inarches in regular 



onler. If disturbed, or if the arch 
is broken by the violence of some 
animal, they instantly attack the 
ofTender with tli(> Krealest atii- 
niosity. 

The ItaskikouH.N' have all the 
sense of smell finel.v developed, as 
indeed have all ants I know of, and 
they are guided very much by it. 
They are larger than anj' ant we 
have in America, being at least 
halt an inch long, and are armed 
with very powerful forelegs and 
sharp jaws, with which they bite. 
They are red or dark brown in 
color. Their nuinh(>rs are .so great 
that one does not like to enter into 
calculaf'ons ; but I have seen one 
continual line paissing nt giHxl 
speed a particular place for twelve 
hours. The reader may imagine 
foi him.self how many millions on 
millions there ni.i\- h.i\e been con- 
tained there. 

There is aiiotli. i .-j, <■,,.■,-, ,,i bashi- 
koua.v whicl\ is found in mountains 
to the south of the equntor. It is 
of great size. The body is of a 
grayish white color ; the head of a 
ri'ddish black. Its fangs are very 
powiMlul, and il is able to make a 
clean bile out of a piece of Hesh. 
It is thus a v.iry formidable animal, 
lull fortunately its motions are not 
so quick as those of its fierce 
brother ; it does not march in suth 
Viisl armies, nor does it precipit^ite 
itself upon its prey with such ir- 
resistible fury. In its motions it 
is almost sluggish. They do not 
invade villages, nor climb trees in 
l»ursuit of prey, and I do not think 
them ne.uly so voracious as their 
fellows before-mentioned. If they 
w(<rc, they could doubtless clear 
the countr.y of every livinir thing, 
for they are much more powerful. 
They are, in raci, lo ants wh.-il 
whales are to fishes. 

THE WHITE ANTS 

are next to the bashikouay the most 
to be dreiuled. They do not attack 
living things at all They live on 
vegetable subtances and are very 
fond of cotton, i)apci, and old wood. 
They work in the dark and cannot 
endui-e daylight. They work very 
raiiidly. In one night they can 
spoil a whole box of clothing or 

l)(M»ks. 

They have no difficulty in cutting 
through the hardest wood Their 
houses are shaped, like large mu.sh- 
rooms, with no openings for air or 
light, both, of which they seem to 
dislike. 

The bashikouay ant is theii 
greatest enemy. 

THE LITTLE AJfTS. 

There are two kinds of lillloants, 
one rod, and the other bbu'k, that 
are very grcit pests in every .Afri- 
can house. 

The people cannot {Tut their food 
in cupboards or on shelves as we 
do in Amciica, but must suspend it 
from the ceiling by ctuda that have 
been limed or tarred to ])revent the 
ants crawling down tli<>m to the 
food . 

They have a v^ry acul-^ smell. 
They are never seen till somelhing 
to eat appears,- then they come 
suddenly in givat numbers from 
no one knows where. Tlu'.y come 
in such vast numbers as lo alarm 
travelers. 

THE RED I.KAl- .\.M. 

This ant has a singular way of 
building its nest in trees. 

A number of them ehiar.st* the end 
of a branch whei-e there is a thick 
bunch of leaves They glue the 
leaves together by the edges in such 
a manner as to make a bag al)out 
as large as an orange, this Is iluMr 
nest. 

They fill the trees so full ui iIkh 
nests that in a short time it dies. 

The bite of the red-leaf ant it 
very i>ainful, and like most ants it 
has an exceeding ugly temper. 

It is very unfortunate for a 
traveler lo run against or shake a 
tree inhabited by the.se ants. They 
fall down on him in great numliers 
and bite him without mercy. .\n- 
otlmr very troublesome ant is the 
eoninion 

BLACK SAND ANT. 

It is a little black ant thai u.iveis 
alone thnnigh the sand of the prairie, 
lis bite is not felt at the time but 
after awhile the pain is very sevre. 
It is as if a scorpion had bitten one, 
and this culiliinies sonielimcs for 
many hours

The bishikoua.v travels in at; 
army and one lias .some notice of its 
approach, but the blacK- sand ant is 
alone and one is bitl(>n before he 
knows the ant is near him but he 
is very cimseious of the bite, in a 
little while. 

THE NK8T BUILDING ANT. 

is also a black ant. It su*ipends 
its nest from the braiu-lies of a tree. 
The nest is about two fr'ct long by 
a foot in diameter and inside is full 
of galleries, where the work is 
'lone, the food is stored, eggs aie 
laid, and the .young are raised. 
They roof these nests svith leaves 
put on as we put shingles on our 
houses, except while ihoMc leaves 
overlap each other, they do not 
touct. each other as ourshingles do, 
and so while protecting the nests 
from the heav.y rains, they also pro- 
vide a fine means of ventilation. 

THE LARGE RED ANT, 

though one of the largest of tin' 
Afiican ants, does not attack man. 

It is a night ant, and is never seen 
by day. This ant is very fond of 
cooked meat, and also of su.gar. It 
likes to sta.y in dark corners and 
closets where the light will not 
disturb it. 

It avoids candle light too. 



THEIR PATIENCE AND STRATEGY 
INDICATE POWER, OF RATIOCINA- 
TION. 

There are plenty of garrisons 
and sieges and reliefs in wild life, 
and some of ihem veay p'uckily 
sustained. Short rations, sorties 
and assaults, tread on each othei''s 
':>ils. and the besiegers, do not al- 
ways get the best of if. 

'Phe eliampioii besieger is a wild 
pig called the peccary, which is 
about the most frightful beast alive 
and lives in herds in the South 
American forests. You cannot di.s- 
courage a jieceary ; you can only 
kill him. These beasts have a par- 
ticular dislike to nionke.vs and fi-e- 
quentl.v- watch for an opporlunity 
to cut on(» off from the main woods. 
Now and then the herd will man- 
age to surprise a party of monkeys 
near an isolated tree or clump. 
They, mnke the mo.st of the chance. 
The pigs rush forward, and the 
monkeys skim gayly up the trees 
out of harm's way. Hut as the 
clump is isolated from the forest, 
theie is no escape via the br inches, 
and they dare not come down and 
run for it. The peccaries surround 
and invest the clump, and there 
they will sit patiently foi any 
length of time, while the monkeys 
chatter angril.y aloft. If a monkey 
comes to the end of the rations 
within reach, and becomes so des- 
perate through hunger that he 
tries to run the gauntlet, he is torn 
to pieces by the lusks of the be- 
siegers in a few seconds. The only 
chance of escape is that some of the 
prowling jaguars— a kind of leop- 
anl — in the fleigliborhoo<l ma.y get 
to know of the siege. If they do, 
they will come lo th<' rescue, not 
for the monkeys' sake, but because 
they an^ fond of peccary. Then 
tho beleaguered garrivson escapes 
whiles tho relieving column is tac- 
kling the investing peccaries. Hut 
these pigs are so fierce that even 
jaguars will not attack a really big 
herd of them. 

The most formidable of besiegers 
ai'e the wild bulTaloes of Central 
Africa. These will impress even a 
panther if they get him in the 
open. The panther generally 
makes for a high i-ock, but as the 
bulTaloes can browse on the grass 
around, they will hold out any 
length of time, while the panther 
starves. 'I'liey form a big, irregu- 
lar ciix.de round the rock, tlie sen- 
tinels keeping an eye on the besieg- 
ed beast while they bi-owsc. Of- 
t*»n, a man gets treed in this way. 
His only chance, unless a parly of 
horsemen relieve him, is to set the 
dry grass alight on the lee sii'e of 
his rock. This will fire half the 
liistrict if there is any wind, and it 
alwa.vs scares the buffaloes olY. 

It is on the sea boitom that some 
of the qiiecivsi 'sii'tres occur. If 
two or thiee lobstcr.-i or fighting 
crabs come upon an.y weak and soft 
water boast hiding in a hole, they 
frequently join for<»e8 and l)esjege 
him. Hill the usual snflferer is a 



hermit crab— the small, soft Iwdied 
crab that lives in an old whelk 
shell, with his hjvrd claws hanging 
out. Phe other crabs surround 
this belligerent, and try lo starve 
him into surrender. They ,-iit 
down in a circle round him and 
wait, but often, one of the bigger 
lobsters will try to crack the whelk 
shell with his claw This seldom 
succeeds, for such shells >iie very 
tough. The hermit can walk slov*'- 
ly, pulling the shell with him, but 
when he tries to do so, the besie- 
gers hustle him, and grab at his 
piolruding legs He has to draw 
them in, and remain still. Some- 
limes, ihe siege is raised by the ar- 
il val of larger sea prowi<M's, who at- 
tack the investors, but more often, 
as the besi(>gers grow luingi.v and 
find the hermit .still hohls out, they 
begin fiuhting among themselves, 
and Ihii besieged hermit escapes in 
the confusion. Sometimes, how- 
ever, Ihe siege succeeds, but the 
hermit dies at his post. He is then 
hauled out and eaten. 

In hard times, rats are apt to 
band together in raiding parties, 
and nothinir comes amiss to them. 
Field mice exist in colonies, bur- 
rowed an inch or two below the 
surface of the ground. If the ma- 
rauding rats cm find a fairly lonely 
colony — one that is not connected 
with half a doz«Mi others, that is — 
tliey mount guard over the outlets, 
ami try to starve the mice out. 
The besicifed are no lighters, and 
merely sit and cower, and, though 
they sometimes make a sortie, and 
uct promptly eaten, they more of- 
ten frustrate the rats b.y dyflrg un- 
dergroti nd . — lAymlnn A vswers.

He died on FViday, Sep- 
temV)er 14th, at 4:15 P.M., in the 
29th year of his age. 

In the last issue of the Deaf- 
Mutes' Journal is an article sign- 
" B. B.," which written by William 
Coombs, in his bright and cheerful 
style, but before the papt-r reached 
him he had f»a>»8ed from earth for- 
ever. His illness was of t>ut five 
hours' dura'ion. As UHiial, P'riday 
morning, he went to his work at the 
office of the State Centrp, where he 
had been employed as a composi- 
tor for several years. At eleven 
o'clock, be experienced a severe 
chill and much pain at the base of 
his brain, no returned home. Stim- 
ulants were given him without 
effect, and so a doctor was summon- 
ed. The doctor prescribed a sleep- 
ing draught, which look effect, but 
on awakening the pain was so in- 
tense that he writhed in agony, and 
at 4:15 P.M., passed peacefully 
away. 

His funeral was held at his late 
home (the Berkeley Hf>tel, of which 
his father is proprietor). Rev. Dr. 
Phelps, an Episcopalian clergyman 
of Bound Brook, officiatintr '•'•"■ ^^\ 
the house and at the grave 

The casket, which was ol aniiquc 
oak with silver trimmings, was cov- 
ered with flowers. There was a

Such is the simple life story of 
William Coombs. Vet iu it can be 
found examples worthy of emula- 
tion. Throughout his whole career, 
he did his best in every sphere of 
action. Auainst innumerable dif- 
ficulties, he acquirer! a eorici.sc, 
forceful, grammatical and easy- 
flowing style of languaj^e. He 
developed more than ordinary ai)ili- 
ty as a book and news[)aper com- 
positor. And he left bel'infi him a 
record for industry, per everance, 
intetrrity aird ability, that is in per- 
fect keeping with the closing words 
of his valedictory, delivt-rel in the 
chapel of the New York Iii.'<ti(ntioii 
in June, 1891 : "Let ns always re- 
member that by the lives her grad* 
uates is the honor of Fan wood 
sustained."

Rev. Dr. Gallaudet delivered a 
very interestitm lecture, on tlie in- 
cidents of his trip to Paris, the Ex- 
position, and the Contrress of the 
Deaf, in the Guild Room of St. 
Ann's Church, on Tluirsday, Sep- 
tember 13th. 'Pliero were about 
fifty present, and many mor*^ woiihi 
have attended, but for the mislead- 
ing notice in last .Touknai^, wliich 
announced Rev. Dr. Gallaudet to 
lecture on the 20tli. The notice 
failed to make it understood that 
the lecture on Tliursday, tlie 20lli, 
will be the second of a series, that 
is to be givetj on Tliursdays 
throughout the fall and winter 
months. Rev. Dr. (iallaudet's 
looks emphasized his statement that 
he felt strong and vigorous, and 
that the last vestige of his hmg 
struggle with ilieumjitism had de- 
parted via tlie Atliinli(! Ocean. He 
is anxious that tl)e Guild Room 
shall be utilized as was the one at 
old St. Ann's, and lliat literary 
work shall be the feature, so tlial 
the deaf may profit intellectually. 
He evidently expects lo see thodays 
o*" long ago, as represented by the 
Manhattan Literary Society, revived 
by this new movement. Let us 
trust that his hopes will be realized. 

The following is taken from the 
Brooklyn Eof/le, under date of 
September 12ih:— " While walking 
along (he tracks of the New York 
and Rockaway Heach Railway last 
night, John Clark, a deaf-mute, 
aged 57 yeai-s, ami n*siding on 
Pleasant avenue, was struck by an 
incoming train and instantly killed. 
Clark was an old and respecteil 
resident of the Meach. 

" He was walking along the track, 
which at the point where he was 
struck runs through a snuill patch 
of woods. Train No. 1,331, from 
Long Island City, <lrawn by engine 
No. 09, in charge of Engineer George 
Roscoeand Fireman .loseidi McC'anu 
and (Conductor (ieorge Hriggs, came 
thnn«lering along. The night was 
dark and foirgy and the tracks wet 
and slippery from the dampness. 
Engineer Roscoe saw Clark on the 
track just aliea'l of his train and 
sounded his whistle and applied tln^ 
brakes in an elTorl to stop it. The 
man walked along unmindful and 
the train struck him, hurling him 
about 15 feet. The train was 
stopped and the crew ran back to 
where (.'lark lay. He was un- 
conscious and was placed on a 
trolley car and hurriedly carried lo 
the poli<!e station at Sea Side, but 
he died before he reached there. 
The engineer, fireman and con- 
ductoi were not arrested. Coroner 
Samuel H. (iuy took charge of the 
case and ordered the r-emoval of ihe 
body to the niorguc at Far Rock- 
away." 

On Sunday iasi, about twenty- 
five deaf-mutes were at South 
Brother T.sland. The object of 
their tri|) was lo see Deegan pitch 
against the Cuban (iliants. He 
held them down to four hits, and 
struck out ten men. He pitched 
splendidly, and only the errors en- 
abled the Cuban Giants to score.

This Home was established by 
"The Church Mission to Deaf- 
Miites," in 1880, on a farm of 1.56 
acres liy the Hudson lliver, six 
miles below I'ouglikeepsie. It has 
been a eomfoit already to upwards 
of forty afflicted peopl•^ Friemls 
have rallied around this Home so 
that it is entirely free from debt. 
It is intended to receive inmates 
eventually from the whole State; of 
New York. Peojile of this class 
have all lieiMi eilui-atcd, but have 
orokeii down in the liallle of life. 
Several of the in mates are deaf and 
dumb and blind. 

On Sunday night, Feb. 18lh, the 
main building and the wine recently 
added for the men, were dcstroyi'd 
by a sinlden and dreadful fire. 
The inmates — fourteen women and 
eleven men — were bravely rescued, 
and are now <!omfortablo in tempo- 
rary quarters in i^onghki-epsic. 

In atldition to the insurance, it. 
will take $20, 000 to give our silent 
friends aimtlier (Christian Refuge. 
They lost all theii peisonal effects 
in the raging flames. We would 
make them glad again as far as pos- 
sible.
